The  statement  is  primarily  the 
work  of  John  Gaines,  student- 
body  president  at  the  University 
of  Utah  and  Lynn  Southam.  AS- 
BYU  president,  and  is  printed  in 
full  here  as  it  will  be  in  the  Utah 
Daily  Chronicle. 

“It’s  gone  beyond  fun — We  sub- 
scribe to  the  rivalry  between  us, 
we  recognize  it  and  feel  that  its 
healthy.

Boyd,  44,  now  is  Undersecretary 
of  Commerce  for  transportation 
and  is  a former  chairman  of  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board.

31  AGENCIES  MERGED 

As  the  12th  member  of  the  cab- 
inet, Boyd  will  direct  a department 
consolidating  parts  of  31  federal 
agencies  dealing  with  air,  rail  and 
highway  activities. 

The  department,  created  by  Con- 
gress this  year,  will  have  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  problems  of  97  mil- 
lion automobiles  and  more  than 
million  miles  of  highways.  It 
also  will  act  as  a regulating  agen- 
cy for  97,000  airplanes,  commer- 
cial and  private. 

It  will  develop  national  transpor- 
tation policies  and  programs,  adv- 
ance transportation  technology  and 
promote  travel  safety. 

MUST  BE  APPROVED 

Johnson  said  he  would  send 
Boyd’s  nomination  to  Congress 
when  it  convenes  in  January.  He 
added  he  would  make  25  other  ap- 
pointments to  help  Boyd  carry  out 
his  now  job.  In  this  connection,  he 
asked  Boyd  to  comb  the  federal 
government  and  private  business 
for  transportation  experts. 

Boyd,  who  flew  to  the  LBJ  ranch 
with  his  wife  Saturday  night,  said 
he  was  “elated.”  He  said  the  ap- 
pointment came  as  a surprise,  al- 
though it  had  been  speculated’  for 
weeks  that  he  would  get  the  job. 

Boyd’s  current  transportation  of- 
fice in  the  Commerce  Department 
will  be  included  in  the  new  de- 
partment. So  will  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Agency,  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  the  Coast  Guard,  certain 
activities  of  the  U.S.  Corps  of  En- 
gineers and  other  agencies. 

One  of  Boyd’s  first  new  duties 
will  be  to  review  the  report  of  a 
task  force  headed  by  Coast  Guard 
Vice  Adm.

Co-sponsored  by  the  BYU  Book- 
store and  ASBYU  Social  office,  the 
eight  and  one-half  by  eleven  inch 
calendars,  filled  with  all  dates  of 
major  campus  events,  are  now  on 
sale  in  the  bookstore. 

25  cents 

Ten  thousand  copies  have  been 
published  and  are  being  sold  for 
25  cents.  However,  the  production 
cost  of  the  calendars  exceeds  the 
bookstore  price.  Consequently,  tbe 
bookstore  is  taking  a loss  on  the 
sale,  according  to  the  ASBYU  Soc- 
ial office.

The  calendar,  which  runs  from 
September  1956  through  August 
1967.,  “can  serve  as  a scheduling 
calendar  for  students,  officers  of 
organizations  and  Church  offici- 
als,” stated  the  chairman  of  the 
calendar  committee. 

The  calendars  have  also  been 
punched  to  fit  a looseleaf  notebook 
or  hang  on  the  wall.
